Dr. Church Named 
Business Manager 
At Alderson Broaddus 

Dr. E. E. Church, former 
President of Potomac State Col- 
lege, has accepted an appointment 
as business manager of Alder - 
son-Broaddus College, Philippi, 
beginning with the fall semester. 

Dr. and Mrs. Church have re- 
turned to their home in Keyser 
after an absence of several years 
during which time he served as 
executive secretary of the W. Va. 
Commission on Higher Education 
in Charleston. 


Funeral services were con- 
ducted Friday, July 28, for A. K. 
Van Scoy, associate professor 
of physics at Potomac State Col- 
lege, who died July 24 at his 
summer home on Raven Lake, 
near Virginiatown, Northern On- 
tario, Canada. Interment followed 
in the National Cemetery at Win- 
chester, Va. 

Prof. Van Scoy, who was 67, 
was a native of Good Hope, W. Va. 
He earned his A. B. degree at 
Salem (W. Va.) College and his 
M. S. at Peabody College, Nash- 
ville, Tenn. His undergraduate 
work was in math and science 
and his graduate study was in 
supervision and physics. 

His work in the educational 
field began in 1921 and through 
the years he served as teacher, 
principal, and guidance directors 
at numerous schools and mili- 
tary academies in the West Vir- 
ginia-Virginia area. 

He belonged to numerous pro- 
fessional, civic, and fraternal 
organizations; was a veteran of 



World War I, and a member of 
the Methodist Church. He was a 
past president and secretary- 
treasurer of the Keyser Kiwanis 
Club and was a past Lieutenant 
Governor of the 5th Division of 
West Virginia Kiwanis Clubs. 

He is survived by his wife, 
June (Stone) Van Scoy, who re-

McKee, whose names have prac- 
tically become synonomous with 
Potomac State College through 
the years have been honored 
by having the latest campus build- 
ing, the Church-McKee Arts Cen- 
ter, named in their honor. 

Formal dedication ceremonies 
of the $1.4 million structure, are 
tentatively scheduled for Thurs- 
day, November 2, as part of a 
varied program marking Lively 
Arts Week, which will commence 
October 30 and continue through 
November 4 which has been 
designated as Parents' Day. 

The new building, located at the 
west end of Arnold Street in the 
area formerly known as Arcadia 
Heights, # is intended to house pro- 
marily the Department of Music 
and a 950 seat auditorium. 

The building is being named 
in honor of Dr. Ernest E. Church 
who was president of the college 
from 1936-1964, and the late Kirk- 
land S. McKee, dean of the college 
from 1936 to 1963.

County lawyer and former presi- 
dent of the West Virginia State 
Senate, assumed duties July 1 
as president of the West Virginia 
University Board of Governors, 
succeeding A.B.C. Bray, Jr., of 
Logan. 

The board, which consists of 
nine members, has general con- 
trol, supervision and manage- 
ment of the business and educa- 
tional affairs of the University 
and of Potomac State College at 
Keyser. 

Named vice-president was K. 
Douglas Bowers, a Beckley at- 
torney, who has been a member 
of the board since 1945. Replac- 
ing Atty. James H. Swadley Jr. 
036), of Keyser, also a former 
president of the Board, is Paul 
B. Martin, editor of the Martins- 
burg Journal.

Governors at the July meeting 
was James Gindling Harlow, of 
Norman, Okla., who on Septem- 
ber 1 becomes the 16th president 
of West Virginia University.
